OF EDUCATION WAS 

" SUBJECl^OF .PAPER 

Philosophical Society r.Hear 
(ioob Paper 



A very scholarly paper on "Tho 
Ethical Basis of Bthicntion" was read 
by Mr. C. Williamson, U.A., t»etore 
the Philosophical .Society, which met 
last night at ihc nwidence of Dr. 
Hickson, 272 Mountain St. 

Education was defined as the pro- 
cess by moans of which the individual 
acquires experiences that will func- 
tion in rendering more efficient hie fu- 
ture ,iction. 

Kducatdon in the main proceeds a- 
long two general lines— (a) informal 
education or those modlfjring influ- 
«Dcen to wlricb all individuals are 
enhjccttMl in varying degreos, and (b) 
formal (education, which is the con- 
trol conacioUBly aBSumo<l, either by 
tbe individual himself or by some 
educative, agency, euch as the school, 



tbe home, or the church. 

The speaker enumerated several of 
the most important motives to odu- 
' cation which affect society. One of 
tliese is the 'lireart and baiter aim' 
which makes social advancement 
tliicjiirh Ibc drvi'lopiiK'nl of the in- 
dividual. In contrast with this is 
I the 'knowlodge aim' which tends to n 
jmere abstract reverence for oduoar 
ition. There is also culture aim with 
ja view to hiirh social Hl.'iiidinj.'. Still 
! another is the harnujnlous aim which 
Hecks to develop equally all one's ab- 
ilities. 

I The speaker showed that the social 
criterion is explicit in practically all 
'■ethical theories. He emphasized the 

advantage of recognizing; the enuivol- 
ence of the triins ■socially niticicnt' 

'and moral. Thai form of education 
may be considered l)eat which makes 

I the individual most efficient socially.

Bd'ucatlon in the main proci«ils a- 
long two general lltn's— (a) informal 
education or thuse riiudifying influ- 
«nom to which all individuals are 
BObJected In varying; de(;re«B, and (h) 
formal education, which is the con- 
trol coOllCioiiBly nHHiimed, either hy 
lb' individual himH«"lt or by some 
educative agency, such as the school, 



the home, or the church. 

The 8p«ïaber enumerated several of 
the most important motives to edu- 

' cation which affect society. One of 
these in the 'bread .mil luittrr aim' 
which makes social .idvancemont 
rlii.iiii-b the ilrvclu|iiiii nt ,.f llie In 
dividual. In contrast with this is 

I the 'knowlitdire aim' which tends in a 
mere abstract reverence for eduoa- 

ition. There is also culture aim with 

|a view to high social st.imlin»;. .Still 
another is the harmonluiis aim which 
.Mi-eks ti, develop eitually all one's ab- 
ilities. 

The speaker showed that llie sorml 
criterion is explicit in practically all 
ethical theories. He emphasized the 
advantage of recognizing the enuivol- 
enee of the ti-riiis 'Riirinlly ellleleiit' 
and mural. That form of education 
may be considercid inist which makes 
ithe individual most elHcicnt socially.
